State. Daring June and July of last year 
there was an epidemic of Purglaries in Cen- 
tral and Western New York which completely 
set the police at defiance. Nearly every night 
for several weeks post-offices ana stores were 
entered and safes blown open, and the money 
looted amounted to many thousands of 
dollars. At Niagara Falls finally the burglars 
were captured, Dut they escaped after a 
battle with the police, in which one ofthe 
thieves was shotintheleg. At Ovid, N. Y. 
Teller Thomas ofthe Ovid Bank surprised 
three men who had broken into the post- 
office adjoining the bank building, where he 
slept. He opened fire on them, and fora 
few minutes a terrible duel was kept up, 
during which one ofthe burglars was killed 
by one of Thomas’ bullets, and the teller was 
nearly shot to pieces. The two survivors 
escaped and the teller is alive, though 
maimed and disfigured for life. The dead 
burglar was never identified. 

On Saturday night, June 38, McBride & 
Co. s safe contained $421.17 when their shoe 
store on Salina street in Syracuse was locked 
up atthe close of the Gay’s business. The 
store is on the most prominent street in the 
— and in the heart of business, with po- 

icemen on duty all around, and yet, when it 
was openedon Monday morning,the sale was 
a wreck and its contents were gone. 

For seveial days before this occurrence 
three mysterious men had been getting their 
meals at a high-priced restaurant in Syra- 
cuse.

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THE REPUBLIO’S REPRESENTATIVE AT 
LISBON WITHDRAWS. 


The Trouble Between the Two Countries 
Grows Out of the Asylum Acocorded

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 146. — Senor Men- 
Gonca, Brazilian Minister, to-day received 
the following cablegram from his Govern- 
ment: 

Rio DE JAINERO, Brasil, May 14, 1894. 
To Brazilian Minister, Washington. D. C.. 

The President of the Eepublic as saspended 
diplomatic relations with Portugal, giving passports 
toCountParaty and the personnel of the Portuguese 
Legatien ia Rio aad ordered the Brazilian Legation 
in Lisbon te withdraw. 

[Signed] MINISTER OF FOREIGN BSLATIONS. 

This rupture of diplomatic relations is the 
result of the action of the Portuguese naval 
commandersia Rio in affording asylum to 
the Brazilian rebels. When Da Gama aban- 
doned his fleet in the harbor March 
18, last, he took his followers 
aboard the Portuguese man - of- war 
Mindello and Alfonso De Albuquerque, 
where they were sheltered. The Brazilian 
Government preferred a demand for their 
surrender, holding that refugees were taken 
aboard the Portuguese vessels within terri- 
torial waters, they cannot claim asylum 
and should de submitted to trial by the 
Brazilian courts. The Portuguese command- 
ers refused to surrender the rebels and the 
nextday sailed away to the river Piatte. 
The refugees were the cause of much trouble 
to their hosts, for after some ugly complica- 
tions with the Uruguayan. authorities, 
growing out of the violation of quaran- 
tine regulations, the Portuguese commander 
permitted a number of refugees to escape on 
an Argentine vessel. They were recaptured, 
dut this involved the Portuguese in a dispute 
with the Argentine Government, the result 
of which was that they were obliged to 
give up thelr prisoners, who at last 
obtained liberty on Argentine soil. Mean- 
time the Brazilians had not abated the claim 
and insisted that Portugal had to retura the 
refugees. Clearly this could not do dome, so 
the result isas announcedin the foregoing 
cablegram, a rupture between the parent 
country and Brasil. 

Wat the outcome will be cannot be pre- 
dicted. Minister Mendonca, so when seen to- 
day, avoided a discussion of the future 
course of his government. 4 rupture of 
Giplomatic reiations is sometimes taa- 
tamount to a declaration of war, bat 
it is scarcly likely to be serious in 
this’ case.

HIS HONOR TIRES OF THE HOUSE OF 
DELEGATES METHODS. 


When the Defendant Asked a Contin- 
uance on Account of the Absence of 
His Attorner, Judge Krum, the 
Court’s Ire Was Aroused and Gippe) 
Found His Attorney—Judge Withrow 
Declares He Will Stand No More Non- 
sense—Sippel Pays His Fine and Is 
Taken in Charge by the Constable. 


Judge Withrow, before whom the contested 
election case of Casper Kraleman vs. George 
Sippel was heard and disposed of, 
has concluded to put an end 
to the farcical proceedings that 
have prevailed in the House of Delegates 
since the decision of the court declaring 
Kraleman entitled to a seat in 
the House as a delegate from 
the Fifteenth Ward. Although the 
court decreed that Sippel was not elected, 
and that Kraleman was, the House of Dele- 
gates bas persistently refused to recognize 
Kraleman, and has ignored the court’s 
orders entirely. April 26 last 
Judge Withrow issue@an order citing Sippel 
to appear and show cause why he 
should not be punished for contempt. 
Since then the matter has been 
postponed from time to time on 
various pretexts, Judge Chest- 
ter H. Krum is 6ippel’s attorney, 
and this forenoon a young man connected 
with Judge Krum’s office appeared and an- 
nounced that Judge Krum was occupied else- 
where and could not attend, asking at 
the same time fora further postponement. 
This raised the ire of Judge Withrow, who 
stated somewhat abruptiy: ‘This trifling 
with the court has gone far enough 
and will be tolerated no longer. I will hear 
the facts. 

RETURN WAS NOT MADE. 

Mr.Oscar Appely,who appeared for Sipdel, 
took occasion to say that the last order to 
show cause was returnable to-day, but not 
even a return had been fled. 

Mr. Ford Smith volunteered the statement 
that the court’s decrees had been deliberate- 
ly and persistently ignored. 

The court: Who appears for Mr. Krale- 
man in this ease?“ 

Mr. Smith: It is hard to tell, ur Honor, 
but I will take the privilege of appearing as 
amicuscuri@ inthe interest of right and 
justice and to protect the court aud its ona 
ders. 

Judge Withrow responded that he would 
tolerate no more nonsense. The court’s pro- 
cess had been abused and he would see that 
an end would be put to such duct. He 
would take the matter up as as he 
callea his doeket. 

Mr. Stppel thereupon hustied around and 
found Judge Krum, who put in an appearance 
as Judge * ithrow had concladed the calling 
ofthe docket. He lied a return tothe order 
to show cause, setting forth tbat Mr. 
Sippel had not occupied a seat in 
the House of Delegates since the 
affirmance of the judgment against him and 
had not discharged any of the functions 
pertaining to the office of Delegate; that 
there were no books or papers to turn over 
and that he had delivered the key to his 
desk to the Sergeant-at- Arms. 

Judge Krum moved for dudgement on the 
return and argued that it was the House of 
Delegates that -had refused to seat Mr. 
Kraleman and that the House under the city 
charter was the judge of the qualifications of 
its members. 

Judge Withrow overruled the motion for 
judgment and announced that he weuld hear 
evidence. Mr. Kraleman took the stand 
and testified that Mr. 
had occu pied a seat 
House of Delegates up to April 24 last, and 
had promised to give him the Key to bis desk, 
but had failed to do so—that Mr. Sippel had 
stated to him that he had fought the: case for 
one year and was satisfied. 

FINE AKD IMPRISONMENT. 

There was some minor evidence showing 

that Mr. Sippel had claimed to act as a mem- 


ber of the House of Delegates after the court 
had ousted him. 

At the conclusion of this testimony ee 
Withrow stated thatthe election laws of the 
State meant something—they were not nul- 
lities, and ipasmuch as Mr. Sippel 
had willrully violated the court’s orders 
he would punish him dy assessing a fine of 
$25 against him anda ordering his 
incarceration in the city jail for 
twenty-four hours. Clerk McEntire read 
out the commitment and Mr. Sippel was 
taken into custody bya Deputy Sheriff. He 
pald his fine and said that he intended to 
abide by the rulings of the court. Whether 
he will be locked up or constructively con- 
fined has not yet been determined on in the 
Sheriff’s office.

OLNEY'S GREATNESS. 
Arrr.-G RN. OLNEY’s opinion in the law 
relating to the solicitation of political as- 
sessments from office holders, taken in 
conjunction with his opinion on the anti- 
trust law, throws light on the Attorney- 
General’s view of his official duty. 

The prevailing impression has been that 
it was the duty of the Attorney-General to 
aid in the enforcement of Federal laws. 
This officiai has been looked upon as the 
head and front of the prosecuting forces 
of the Government. He was expected 
to use his exceptional legal ability and 
attainments, for the possession of which 
he is presumed to be selected for the office, 
in sustaining the laws, securing their 
most effectual construction and enforce- 
ment. 

But judging by his conduct Mr. Olney 
holds this view of his official duty to be 
wholly erroneous. The Attorney-General 
is not an enforcer, but a censor of the 
laws passed by Congress. His business 
is not to aid in the prosecution of offenders 
under them and to try to convince the 
judges that they are sound, but to discover 
their faults and pick flawsinthem. His 
duty is to show, in advance of any opinion 
of the courts, wherein the laws are un- 
sound, how offenders may evade them 
and what incompetency Congress dis- 
plars in the making of statutes. 

In Mr. Olney’s opinion the Attorney- 
General’s authority may be a little lower 
than that of the Almighty, but 
it is certainly much higher 
that of the Supreme Court. 
The truth is, as long as he occupies the of- 
fice the Supreme Court is superfluous. 
It has nothing to do. About 
all the service that Congress can do 
the country is to act as the recording in- 
strument of Olney’s wisdom and pass laws 
to which his approval has been given. Of 
course, this is pleasant for lawbreak- 
ers and it relieves their attorneys from 
the necessity of finding loopholes in the 
statutes. But it rides the courts of a great 
deal of litigation and proves to the peo- 
ple that they have a superior person 
supervising the statutes, who will permit 
no legal fiaw behind which an offender 
may dodge, to escape detection. Olney’s 
greatness is just beginning to dawn on the 
country.

THE MORALS OF IT. 


The examination of the armor on the 
cruiser Monterey by the Secretary of the 
Navy and anumber of expert assistants, 
goes to show that the charges made by the 
Homestead informers were not ill founded. 

The informers, in their statement to the 
Secretary some time ago, said that some of 
the worthless armor had gone on the Mon- 
terey and described it so accurately that 
there has evidently been no trouble in lo- 
cating the flaws. The ship is practically 
unfit to go into battle as, according to the 
report, she cannot stand ordinary shot. 

It remains now to thoroughly examine 
every one of our new ships, and the coun- 
try will not feel entirely comfortable until 
the whole truth is known. If the navy 
must be rebuilt wholly or in part the 
sooner it is done the better. 

One of the officials who made the exami- 
nation of the Monterey thinks the Gov- 
ernment is to blame. It ought to do its 
own vessel building, said he, but if it 
must farm out the work, it ought to pur- 
sue a liberal policy and not attempt to 
cut down the manufacturers to the lowest 
notch. In other words, in self-protection, 
it ought to give the contractors so much 
the best of it that they would beable to 
make enough to satisfy them without 
jeopardizing the lives of the brave men 
who may atany time have to stand behind 
blow-holes to fight for the country.’’ 

The crude immorality of this view is ap- 
parent. But there is something more in 
it. Itisa recognition of motal rottenness 
as one of the normal facts of public life. 
It concedes the propriety of ill-gotten 
gains when honest profit cannot be made. 
It is another way of putting the advice— 
‘‘eet money; honestly if you can, 
but get money.’’ The official quoted 
seems to think that Carnegie and Frick 
are, in the nature of things, compelled to 
get money, and if they cannot get it hon- 
estly under the terms of their contract, 
they must get it another way, even though 
the nation suffers and brave mes die for it. 
Are the American people ready to accept 
this scheme of morality?

The Unique Haul of Capt. Reath’s Keve- 
mee Outter. 


Wasntxvoron, D. c., May 14.—Capt. Roath, 
commanding the revenue cutter Walcott, bas

Trouble With the Tribes. 


WasHINGTON, May 14.—The tendency to- 
ward economy in appropriations has been so 
great that grave fear is expressed by those 
familiar with the Indians and the Indian 


service, the result may be trouble from some 
of the tribes, as well as a crippling of the 
service, unless the Indian appropriation bill 
ig amended before it passes. 
Representative Wilson of Washington has 
deen Investigating the subject and he is pre- 
red to show the House that the cuts on the 
ndian service go to the bone. The cut 
on the Apache Indians, from $125,000 
to $90,000, will necessitate a reduction 
next year of 1,000,000 pounds of beef and 
60, 000 pounds of flour. It is his opinion, 
based on the authority of those in the ser- 
vice, that this cut on food is likely to lead to 
trouble from the Apaches. It will also be 
shown that the Indian police service will be 
made ineflicient by the proposed cut. The 
y of the officers and privates amounts to 
115,500; the police cost, at contract price, 
124. 400, and the rations $5,000, From this it 
will be urged that the police service cannot 
be kept efficient at the gure 
The cut of $278,000 on 42 schools wi de 
opposed as an embarrassment to the educa. 
tional part of the service at a time when in- 
— Attendanee is showing the good 
effects of the policy of educating the Indians. 
The contract schools cost about „ an 
ifthe cut stands very few ot tue contract 
schools can be continued in operation, It 10 
said also that the cutting in two of the 
amount for transporting uplis will not 
leave enough to get the pupils to the various 
schools, leaving out of consideration 
the Seterping pupils from schools to their 
es. pears also that the support of 
1p! 6 at industrial, agricultural, 
— and other schools in the various 
States, has been abandoned by the bill, An 
estimate of $75, for this purpose was 
made, but it was pped from bill. 
There are many other specific items which 
will be pointed out as eh to cripple the 
service and cause mutterings and possibie 
uprisings among the Indians.

A GEODETIC COMBINE. 


Co-ordination of the Wealth of Forest, 
Field and Water. 


WasnhincTor, D. C. May 14.—For a number 
of years past efforts have been made by Con- 
gressional legislation to secure the transfer 


of the geodetic survey, and the object sought 
to be accomplished by this transfer is to as- 
semble and co-ordinate, under a single ad- 
ministrative head, all "the bureaus of the 
Government which have to do with the utill- 
zation of the wealth of the forest, fields, 
mines and waters. 

Inthe Fifty-first and Fifty-second Con- 
gresses bills providing for the transfer of 
these bureaus tothe Department of Agricul- 
ture were favorably reported by Senate com- 
mittees, and nov the House Committee on 
Agriculture has reported a Dill having the 
same objectin view. Representative Haines 
of Nebraska has submitted a lont report, 
giving the views of the committee on 
the changes proposed, Regarding 
the geological survey the report 
says geology deals directly with the soil and 
its formations. The study of the earth’s 
strueture and soll is recognized as 1 
important dearings on the character an 
quality ofa successful 1 and tue 
investigations of the geologist, if properly 
directed, must continue to be not only in- 
timately connected with, Dut essential to a 
due development of the science of hus- 
bandry. 

Connected witn and supervised by the De- 
partment of Agriculture the Geological Sur- 
vey, with its present efficient corps of ex- 
perts, would, by its contribution’ to the fund 
of knowledge on soil formation, on the dis- 
covery ot waters beneath and the conserva- 
tion of waters above the surface of the earth, 
form a most effective agent in stimu- 
lating and securing the development 
of an extensive agriculture of which the 
country.stands so greatly in need. Concerning 
the Fish Commission the statement is made 
that itis an independent bureau report- 
ing Gireetiy to Congress and having at pres- 
entno departmental connection, Its good 
„ general usefulness are acknowl- 
0 

it nas a widening field of usefuiness. Its 
work has so developed that its economic and 
administrative features form the burden of 
its duties and the objects of its largest ex- 
penaditures. The time is rapidly coming when 
Ady! farmer will as certainly expect to raise 
the fish consumed in his family and to supply 
his neighbors engaged inother pursuits as 
he now does with poultry and meat products. 

pH any the report says that the Fish 
Co on has found itself running parallel 
witht 22 metdod and agencies of the 
Department of Agriculture in its investiga- 
tions of the problems relating to soils 
and plants and animal tife. 

**It is only dy bringing into one department 
ali scientific bureaus that this duplication can 
be prevented and each afford to the others 
the bighest measure of support and assist 
ance. It ig not proposed to disturb the 
autonomy independent organization of 
those scientific bureaus, nor to introduce 
here the much-dreaded system of partisan 
removals. The suggestion of such danger 
is yore! answered in the well-known 
fact that in the entire history of the several 
scientific bureaus now connected with the 
departments, not a single instance is recalled 
where partisanship bas dictated an appoint- 
ment or removal.
